Emotional 


At this moment. I think it is 
fae to say that no responsible 
West German contemplates a 
private deal with the Soviet 
Union ino order to bring about 
the reunification of Germany. 

But if no progress towards re- 
unification is made during the 
Bulganin visit to Britain--and 
nune ts in prospect through a 
further mecUng at the summit--- 
atommight be dificult for even Dr

Speculating where these 
negotiations might lead, we have 
to remember a few hard facts. 

The first is that West Ger- 
many has very little 10 offer the 
Hussians, Ideally the Russians 
would like West Germany to 
merge with East Germany and 
to withdraw from NATO in re- 
turn for German reunification.

Tensions 


I cannot see any West Ger- 
man Government signing away 
its freedom In this way within 
the foreseeable future—and any 
attempt on Germany's part to 
leave NATO would cut her off 
from Western support, so that 
she would be bargaining with 
the Russians alone and with her 
back 1o the wall, as it were. 

Of course, the scene might 
change jn Russia as in Ger- 
many. The Communist Party, at 
present biting the dust in West 
Germany. might revive; East- 
West trade, at present unim- 
portant tv West Germany, might 
become vital us the result of an 
International slump; er German 
emotional tensions might rise to

sion, and will probably continue 
as long as that policy prevalis. 

But the Western Powers are 
not content with the situation as 
Mt ds. They have pledged them- 
selves to a policy of free col- 
jections throughout 
and have denounced the 
German Government as 
Ulegal tyranny. 

There are moral reasons for 
this, of course, but materml ones 
too. Recognition of the Pankow 
East German puppet govern 
ment would weaken’ the case 
tor recovering East Germany 
through free elections. 

It would postpone the reuni- 
fication of rmany, reduce the 
chances of recovery by Germany 
of the Polish occupied territories 
and might prove fatal to the 
mordle of tho West Berliners. . 

It would also be fatal to the 
Iife of any foreseeable West 
German Government today. 

For theso reasons, the West is 
oficlaily committed to its policy 
of reunification, and refusal to 
recognisa the Pankow Govern- 
ment, irrespective of whether 
Russia is likely to abandon that 
Government or to end voluntarily 
the division of Germany.

Paris, Apr, 2. 

French physicist and Nobel 
Prize winner Professor Frederic 
Jollot~Curio sald here today 
the destructive possibilities of 
modern weapons showed the 
bad use.of science which oll 
scientists should oppose. 


He was speaking In a message 
to the Peking mecting tomorrow 
of the Executive Council of the 
World Federation of Scientific 
Workers, which hag ity head- 
quarters In London. 

Professor Curle, In the 
message quoted by the Federa- 
tion’s Paris office, satd,” ‘The 
torrible dtstructive possibilities 
ot modern arms clearly show 
the bad use of sclence which 
all scientists must spose."

His wife, physicist and Nobel 
Prize winner trene Joliol-Curic, 
who died last month, was made 
president of the World Fedcra- 
tlon of Scientific Workers during 
a visit to Budapest in 1953.

NEW SAFETY 
AID FOR 
JET PLANES 


New York, Apr. 2. 

The Sperry Gyroscope 
Co. today announced de-
